WIFE DROPPED PAPER 


This Clew Led to Arrest of 
New York Merchant Indicted 
on Fraud ‘Charge: 


BERLIN, Nov,.5.-—So slight a clew as 
a paper dropped by the wife of & 
fugitive from justice—a paper containing 
a@ photograph of a hotel, but giving 
neither the name of the hotel nor the 
name of the city where it was, led to- 
day to the arrest in this city of an ab- 
seonder for whom the American police 
have been searching since last May. 


The prisoner is Martin Kaufman of 
New York City. On a charge of fraudu- 
letitly obtaining $107,000, he was arrested 
by former United States Postoffice In- 
spector Henry C. Hill. 

Kaufman, for a long time was consid- 
ered one of the most trustworthy busi- 
ness men of New York. M. A. Isaacs, 
his partner in the Cotton Goods Con- 
yerters’ Co., had such implicit confi- 
dence in Kaufman's integrity that, ac- 
cording to Hill, he induced friends to 
take shares in the business. One of 
these was named Bloom, a Cincinnati 
merchant, who put up $27,000. Others 
invested smalier sums. | 

Six months later Bloom asked a cus- 
jomer to settle an outstanding account, 
which the customer declared was not 
due.” An investigation of the company’s 
accounts followed, and resulted in the 
discovery of falsified entries. Kauf- 
maf in the meantime had disappeared. 

Traced by Picture of Hotel, 

Some of the shareholders, practically 
bankrupted, held Isaacs morally respon- 
sible and he gave his check for ‘the

His home at 201 West Eighty-seventh 
street was watched, and all of the mail!

Ros- 
enberg, one of the many creditors, got 
word that Kaufman had engaged pass- 
age for Europe by the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Ger Grosse. He hurried to court; and 
from Judge Hough obtained a warrant 
for the arrest of Kaufman. The war- 
rant was placed inithe hands of United 
States Marshal Henkel at about the 
time the liner was backing out from 
her slip in Hoboken. 

Henkel and Rosenberg sped to the 
Battery, hired a tug and chased the 
liner to the lightship.

Congregation Gives Vote of

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Mrs. Augusta 
E. Stetson has received a. vote of confi- 
dence from the congregation of the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, as true 
teacher of her faith. By this vote the 
congregation, following the lead of the 
majority of trustees, reviewed the find- 
ings of the Boston toard of directors, 
the supreme authority in Christian Sci- 
ence administration, and formally - 


approved them, 

Under these findings Mrs. Stetson has 
been disbarred as teacher and healer for 
three years. ‘Last night’s action does 
not remove this ban, but it amounts to 
a declaration that the discipline was un- 
justly imposed, 

Emphasis was given to this view by 
the reference back to the trustees of @ 
recommendation of censure in their re- 
port against Virgil O. Strickler, first 
reader of the First Church, for having 
assisted by testimony and otherwise the 
Boston authorities in reaching their con- 
clusions. The action of the meeting as 
a whole was the first of its kind in 
Christian Sclence records. 

The meeting drew about 1400 to the 
church at Central Park West and Nine- 
ty-sixth jstreet. It lasted in continuous 
and excited session for nearly seven 
hours from 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
A dozen ushers were stationed in double 
file at the main door to prevent the ad- 
mission of persons not entitled by con- 
gregational right to vote.

Model of 1000-Foot Craft 
Ready by Spring. 
CARRY 100 PERSONS 
New York Man Convinced 


Sky-Line Will Carry Fast 
Freight-of the Future. 


NEW YORK, Nov, 5.—Preparatory to 
building the largest dirigible balloon ‘n 
the world, Wilbur R. Kimball, aeronau- 
tie expert, has begun the construction 
of @ practical working model 125 feet 


The model itself will be the largest 


|lighter-than-air craft ever constfucted 


in America, and ‘will be put in active 


|commission as soon as it is finished, In 


order that the plans for the gigantic 
aerial Lusitania may be, thoroughly 
tried. 

The preliminaries of assembling the 
materials for the full-sized airship will 
take at least three years. It will cost 
about $50,000, and the gas bag will be 
more than 1000 feet long and 100 feet 
in diameter. 

The length of this monster airship will 
pe greater than the width of that part 
of the East River which is spanned by 
the ‘Brooklyn Bridge, or the height of 
the Pulitzer Building and the Metro- 
politan Life Building placed upon each 
other. Mr.. Kimball thinks it will be 
capable of carrying 100 passengers or 
their weight in freight. 

Wil Have Commercial Place. 

By the time it is built he believes air- 
ships of the dirigible type will be in 
commission as extra fast freight car- 
riers -and passenger bearing transports 
between New York City and Chicago. 

When this airship is built it will be 
about 800 feet longer than the Lusitania 
and exactly double the Yength of the 
great Zeppelin airship. 

The model which Kimball and his as- 
sociates are building is patterned after 
the familiar torpedo shaped gasbag. In- 
stead of carrying the. rudder on the car 
or frame underneath, the balloon has 
a great fish-shaped fin in the rear, 
which acts.as a rudder and js controlled 
from the pillot’s cabin. 

The -most radical departure from the 
accepted .type of dirigible balloons is 
the bamboo cage which will be fitted 
around the bag to make it rigid. In- 


stéad of placing~one preat propeller at: 


the prow of the car, Kimball has placed 
24. three-feet wide, four-bladed propellers 
around ‘the cireumférence of the’ bal- 
loon. In doing this he develops the 


+ construction suggested by Zeppelin, who 


places his driving screws on each side 
of his aluminum balloon. 
Speed 25 to 40 Miles an Hour. 
The motor driving these propellers de- 
velops 65-horsepower and is ‘capable 


‘Of pushing the ship at the rate of 35. to 


@ miles an hour. It is planned to carry 
enough gasoline on the model ship to 
travel between ‘New York and Albany. 

The model ship will carry only two 
passengers, It. will have elevating and 
Gepressing planes fore and aft. The car 
will be. % feet -long. 

“T hope to have the model shi» fin- 
ished before spring,’ said Mr. Kimball 
at his quarters, 45 West Thirty-fourth 
street, “I donot consider the: flight 
from New York,to Albany at all ardu- 
ous, I am so thoroughly convinced that 
regular airship service will ‘be estab- 
lished between New York and Chicago 
in five years that I am simply. building 
this ship as a try-out for the 1000-feet 
long djrigible we have decided to con- 


struct. With this model we shall be 


able to discover f'aws and test ail 
Pparts,’’

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 5.—The Amer- 
fean Sheet and Tinplate Co., part of the 
United States Steel Corporation, has 
begun the shifting of machinery from 
certain plants to others perhaps 100 
miles distant, thereby putting into ac- 
tion the threat of some time ago to 
wipe out the last trace of-unionism in 
its mills scattered through the country. 

The great tin mills at Bridgeport, O.,. 
and at Martin’s Feriy, O., are being 
boarded up and their 600 employes left 
without work, while the.expensive ma- 
chinery is being brought, into Pennsyl- 
vania and installed in plants long since 
abandoned and formerly marked for. the 
scrap heap. 

These two Ohio plants have admitted- 
ly been the strongholds in.untonism of 
the strike which ‘has raged ih the Amer- 
lean Steel and Wire-Co.’s plants since 
the night ofJune 30 last. The workmen 
there have been most stubborn, but it 
was not decided until some days ago fo 
board the mills up entirely and take the 
machinery to other towns. 

The work of shifting the machinery 
was begun today, 
more than 1500 families in these two 
towns of a return to work under any 
scale have been extinguished. Local of- 
ficials at the abandoned Ohip plants are 
quoted as saying that the mills will not 
be reopened inside of four years, 

The Etna Standard plant, at Bridge- 
port, O., which is being dismantled, has 
20 mills, employing 2600 men when run- 
ning. Much of {ts machinery is being 
transported to the smaller plant at Mor- 
gantown, W. Va., which is but a 10. 
‘mill affair, and employs but 1200 men. 
This mill will be enlarged to employ 
3000 men. The Laughlin plant at Mar- 
tin’s Ferry, O., which has 23 mills and 
employs 23000 men, is being moved to 
South Connellsville, Pa., to an old plant, 
which has not been running since 190, 
‘and which was marked for the scrap 
heap more than a year ago. 

This place is tobe fitted with the 
finest “machinery from the Laugftilin 
mills, and its present six-mill capacity 
fwith, 800 men is to be increased: to ® 
mills, and to employ perhaps 4000 men. 

The machinery from the two great 
Ohie mills which cannot be used in the 
two plants mentioned will be taken to 
the. Mercer mills, at South . Sharon, 
which have been closed for some time. 
These mills were built simply as experi- 
mental stations for..the Bray sheet mill 
process, and having served their pur- 
poses, were to be dismantled, but the 
deeision of.the American Sheet and Tin- 
plate Co. to move all its plant out of 
the hotbed of unionism in.the Upper 
Ohio Valley has put this unused plant 
to use. 

Workmen from the Martin’s Ferry and 
the Bridgeport (O.) districts, who are 
now’ invading Pittsburg in search of 
work, declare that, the abandonment of 
these two plants by this«branch of the 
United States Steel Corporation will 
‘meay the ruin of the. towns, as its cit- 
izens hal depended almost eritirely on 
the mills.

Dr. M. A. Bliss Favors State 


Board and Competitive 
Examinations. 


TENURE ON EFFICIENCY 


Speaker Declares Individual 
. Efforts Should Govern 
Advancement. 


Tae A 

Dr. M. A. Bliss of St. Louis addres3ed 
the State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rection at Farmington, Mo., Friday, 
making a plea for civil service in the 
charitable institutions of Missouri. 

Dr. Bliss traced the development of 
the tendency toward a-systematic class- 
ification of employes in the civil service, 
which he said had existed since the be- 
ginning of independent government in 
the United States. 

“So-called civil service reform,” he 


said, “has fought its way Step by step 
until now its opponents are reduced to 
a purely defensive attitude, no general 
attack on the principles involved being 
any longer possible. 

“It has passed the test of time. We 
have actuak working examples of its 
usefulness in securing efficient em- 
ployes all about us.” 

Continuing, he said in part: 

It hardly seems necessary to do 
more, than enumerate the features 
of a plan to select and train employ- 
es for state charitable institutions. 
The. question of tenure plays a large 
part in efficiency of service. If ten- 
ure depends on efficiency of service 
and not on favor or political consid- 
erations, it is fair to conclude that 
individual endeavor will bé of a high- 
er sort. If close application can ob- 
tain promotion, with higher duties 
and better pay without the interven- 
tion and in spite of special influen- 
ces; if every tub stands on its own 
bottom and every man’s welfare in 
the service depends on how faithfully 
he does his work, it seems Inevitable 


that a higher quality of service wili~ 


be had. 

I do not mean to condemn 

the present system. H has some good 
‘features abd more bad ones. The 

good can be retained Qnd the evil 

elimifiated under eivil service rules. 

. {Sugseests m State Board. — 

“Y believe in theégenerally recogniz- 
‘ed rule that the guperintendent shall 
‘be. supreme in avtherity in the insti-.. 
‘tution, that he have power to sus- 
pend any employe.umder him, his 
“reasons for doing sd, however, to 
be clearly stated to the. commission, 
the employe having, notice of suffi- 
cient length to reply. 

The present plan in Missouri of the 
appointment of a board of managers 
for each institution, which selects 
all the employes from the superin- 
tendent down, -does not seem to.me 
to compare favoably with compet- 
itive. ¢xamination and a_ classified 
service. I believe it would be far 
better to have a well paid state board 
of managers for a]! the institutions, 
operating in conjunction with a civil 

. Service commission, alk their time 
being devoted to the duties incident.

It may be said that the work con- 
stitutes a specialty and the best 
results -will be obtained by those 
whose training has been long and - 
varied. Moreover, when a man’ has 
spent the time-necesgary to acquire 
thorough competence in this eld, 
he bas ‘in.a measure unfitted himself 
for other lines or. work. The higher 
attainment he has reached in psychi- 
atry uhd executive duties, the more 
singly must He appiy himself to 
specia! tasks, and the more must 
hé have neglected other branches 
and other dutics. He has formed — 
himself into a useful tod!” afd: his 
energies should be applied. in the di- 
rection which will give the best re- 
sults to the state, bis family and 
himself...
